TAU  was  installed  on  the  FMC  campus  on  October  29, 
1964,  with  Joseph  Carl  Devine,  Annie  Grace  Foster, 
Bette  Wilson  Strickland,  and  Veronica  Whitelocke  as 
charter  members  and  Dr.  Barnhart  as  Moderator.  Lambda 
Iota  Tau  was  established  in  1953,  there  being  over 
55  chapters  today  in  this  country,  Canada,  and  Japan, 
all  of  them  devoted  to  "the  recognition  and  promotion 
of  excellence  in  the  study  of  literature."  The  letters 
Lambda  lota  Tau  stand  for  the  motto  of  the  society, 
"The  word  gives  form  to  the  idea."

the  shield  is  the  motto.  The  official  colors  are  purple 
and  gold,  for  the  magnificence  of  literature  and  Keats' 
"realms  of  gold"  into  which  it  takes  us.
